Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1/7/2005 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art could not 
alone or in combination anticipate or make obvious a method or apparatus for packaging pills in 
a web of receptacles, the pills being dispensed into the receptacles and then manipulated to lay 
down in the receptacles by wipers that extend across the web. 

The most pertinent prior art, AYLWARD (US 5737902) discloses a device for packaging 
pills in a web of material but does not disclose wipers extending across the web. 

GORBY ET AL discloses packaging articles in a web of compartmented packages and 
wipers to ensure the articles move into the compartments. However, GORBY ET AL does not 
disclose wipers ensuring articles are seated, but rather cleaning off excess articles from groups. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
